Itis also said to contain beds of 
won ore, the outcroppings of which yield 67 
per cent of pure iron. Who will get this val- 
uable gift? Of course, a large lobby is inter- 
ested, Foremost among the contestants is the 
North Wisconsin Railway Company, represented 
by Mr. A. Baldwin, President of the West Wis- 
consin Railway Company, and a bill donating the 
land to this Company has already been intro- 
duced in the State Senate: The Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway Company, represented by the 
veteran Hans Crocker, Esq., claims it, as having 
in fact been a portion of a grant origi- 
nally made to one of the branch roads 
of the present system of that Company. 
They offer, in case they get it, to build, in addi- 
tion to the lines named in the grant, a road from 
the mouth of the Chippewa River, via Durand 
and Eau Claire, to Chippewa Falls, and a branch 
to Menomonee City. Mr. J. F. Joy claims the 
grant for the Sheboygan & Fond du Lac Rail- 
road. The lumbermen, co-operating with Ezra

The receipts from the Erie Canal in the same 
| year were 52, 760, 147; expenditures for salaries 
and repairs, $1,687,021; excess of revenue over 
expenses, $1,073,126. It will be seen that the 
entire surplus revenue from the Erie Canal was 
taken to pay the deficiency in the receipts of the 
other canals, and that even this was not 
enough for the purpose. It will be seen 
also, that the cost of repairs and salaries for 
these canals was $1,687,681, when the whole 
gross revenue from them was but 300, 000. 
This is noaccidental result. Itis equally as 
favorable as the results for the last fifteen years. 
To keep an army of officers employed, and to 
give out contracts for repairs to partisan friends, 
from one million to a million anda half of the 
surplus earnings of the Erie Canal are taken an- 
nually. This is the way the money extorted by 
New York for the transit of goods across that 
State is applied, and this is the explanation why 
that State cannot expend any of the $50,000,000 
‘surplus revenue received from the Erie Canal in
